STIMSON INDICA TES FURTHER 
EFFORTS TO CUT WAR MACHINERY 


LONDON, Jan. 21.— A broad in­ 
timation that success of the Lon­ 
don naval arms conierence will be 
followed by uu American move tor 
further 
international 
gatherings 
looking to world reduction o: land 
and air forces was contained iii Ute 
speech of Secretary of Stat** Henry 
L. Stimson, chief of th** American 
delegation, at lite opening session 
this morning of th* five-power par­ 
ley on limiting seas strength. 
Prefacing his address with ges­ 
tures of courtesy to King George, 
who formally opened 
Ut** confer­ 
ence, and to Ute leader* of 
the 
British, 
French, 
Japanese 
aud 
Italian delegations, Stimson signifi­ 
cantly stated: 
"W hile the greatest contribution 
my country can make to iii*- gen­ 
eral cau s* of disarmament is in 
naval m atters, still it must uot be 
forgotten 
our 
ultimate 
aim is a 
general 
solution of the 
disarma­ 
ment problent 
and a consequent 
lessening of th * risks of war. For 
that 
reason, 
however great 
the 
achievem ents of this conference in 
regard to th© naval problem, our 
z* al in the general cause of dis­ 
arm am ent and our efforts to con­ 
tribute to the success of future en­ 
deavors in other fields will con­ 
tinue unabated. 
"W e are convinced that in at­ 
tacking, now, the naval problem we 
are 
following 
the 
practical 
aud 
’common sense path. 
" W e believe 
that any 
solution 
' which we eau make of this prob­ 
lem will 
be a tangible contribu­ 
tion to the success of th ^ wider 
problem of general 
disarmament. 
T here is a 
relationship 
bet ween 
the land, sea and air forces which 
constitute national defense. We be­ 
lieve that a limitation of any one 
of these will contribute to an en- 
|lightened limitation of the other*.” 
Stimson stressed the idea that, 
high as 
American hopes for the 
success of the London confer* nee 
are, the United States vs ill not look 
upon any agreement there reached 
as final. 


• "I f» el it is important to empha­ 
size th** fact thai we do not look 
upon this effort toward disarma­ 
ment as final,” he said. "W e regard 
disarm am ent 
as 
a 
goal 
to 
be 
reached 
by successive 
st* ps, 
by 
frequent 
revision 
and 
improve­ 
ment. Human affairs are not static, 
bul ar** moving and we believe im­ 
proving. A solution reached today, 
however perfect, may not respond 
to condition at a later date. We sin­ 
cerely hope that increased feeling 
of security may enable still more 
drastic reduction in the future. For 
that 
reason, 
we 
feel 
the 
sound 
and obvious course is to reach such 
agreem ents as it may be possible 
now, with the knowledge that they 
are open to revision at appropriate 
periods.”

Pledge Utmost Efforts For Navy Reduction In His­ 
toric House Of Lords; Plead For Good Will 
And Confidence; Dawes Late

LONDON, Ja n . 21.— In the "-littering jrolden-hued royal 
gallery of the house of lords, which through the years has 
seen history-m aking of a far d ifferent sort, five powers to­ 
day inaugurated the most am bitious attem p t to limit navies 
th a t the world has seen since the historic W ashington con­ 
ference. 
Today’s opening was in startlin gly direct con trast to 
W ashington w here the then S ecretary of S tate Charles Evans 
Hughes electrified the world with his sharp admonition to 
the powers to reduce their navies or be outbuilt by toe U nit­ 
ed S tates. 
I nere was no such perem ptory beginning today— in­ 
stead. King G eorge of England opene d the session with a h o s ­ 
pitable and innocuous greeting which was fe lt wed by the 
heads 6f each governm ent professing th eir loyalty to the 
cause of disarm am ent, but significantly calling attention to 
the manifold difficulties.

S ecretary of S tate Henry L. Stim son, Prem ier Andre T a rd ie r

All the speeches were broadcast 
throughout tho world. 
Premier M3cI)omld. 
who 
took 
over chairmanship of the epochal 
conference as soon as King George 
had concluded his brief speech of 


welcome, began Ills address with a 
note of stern warning that naval 
competition among the powers of 
the world was already under way, 
and that if a stop was not put to it 
immediately, the events w’hich led 
to the outbreak oi the World War 
would see themselves duplicated 
again. 
He 
urged 
that 
the 
delegates 
reach 
an 
agreement 
that 
could 
form the basis for a general dis­ 
armament conference at a 
liter 
date, and called upon the nations- 
of 
the 
world 
to 
respect 
their 
pledges under the Kellogg pact. 
"This agreement," he said with 
emphasis, "must put a stop to the 
competition which has already be­ 
gun to show itself both in types 
and numbers of ships. 
"If we are not careful w e shall 
once more be involved in feverish 
competition such as heralded the 
outbreak of the war In 1914.” 
Each of the other chief delegates 
then spoke In turn, acting forth 
his nation's views on the subject of 
disarmament and pledging them­ 
selves to exert their powers to the 
fullest to preserve peace in the 
world by limiting tho size of armed 
forces of the sea. 
The king expressed his sincere 
satisfaction over welcoming in per­ 
son the delegates of five powers 
assembled 
with 
the 
object 
of 
"eliminating 
the evil 
results 
cf 
wasteful competition in naval arm­ 
aments.” 
"Every nation here la proud of 
its navy,” Britain’s "sailor king” 
declared, "and proud of that navy's 
past

craft shall leave nothing undone to 
prevent a repetition of that grim 
and immense tragedy." 
One

The fact that you are cold 
all the time shows your circulation 
is sluggish, and it may be possible 
you are anemic. You arc about 15 
pounds underweight. That also* is 
suggestive.

MORALS OUT OF IT 


Does a 
census bear any relation to a censor, and, lf so. why 
In 
TAK). starting May 1st. the U. S. Government 
conducts 
its 
decennial 
counting of the county's population. Tile first such census was taken 
in 1790; there has ben a census every ten years ever since, 
In Roman times, in the days of antiquity, the census was taken in 
order to apportion taxes. The taker of the census was called a censor. 
Ile counted the people, valued their proprty, and, at the 
same 
time, 
officially inspected their morals and conduct. It is irom the latter part 
rf the ancient cenosr’ duties that we get our modern use of the word 
censor as meaning “one who acts as an overseer of morals and conduct.” 
Census, cs a word, is thus closely related to censor. According to 
Webster's New International Dictionary, both words 
come 
Irom 
the 
•ame Latin \erb. “censere,” meaning to value or to tax. The 1930 Fed­ 
eral Census is to be an enumeration of population, irrigation, drainage, 
distribution, mines, and unemployment. It is expected that eight months 
v ii* be consumed in the work. 
The U. 6. Census also determines the apportionment of the House 
i f Representatives, which depends on the population. This reapportion­ 
ment has just been effected by an act Of Congress—a belated 
action, 
(cr there has been no reapportionment, according to changes in popula­ 
tion. since 1910. Some states will gam some will lose, in representation, 
with the results of the 1930 census. 
We take note of the fact that there is one deeded change in the 
meaning of the word today, compared to that existing in the time of the 
Romans, namely that the census taker “inspects their morals and con­ 
duct.” 


Tile Roman may have waited in fear and trembling the coming of 
the census taker, providing of course he had not been adhering to the 
straight and narrow path but today. e\en though 
many 
of 
us 
may 
be “doing as the Romans did” in-so-lar as moral activities are concern­ 
ed. we can, expressing the thought in modern slang, give 
the 
census 
laker tile gate even as we open the door for him.

Bandages for Home Use 
There are three kinds of band­ 
ages — triangular, 
or 
three 
cor­ 
nered roller; and f o u r - t a i l e d 
bandages. Tile latter are probably 
the least heard of by the average 
person. Gauze, muslin and flannel 
are the usual materials used for 
bandages. Bandages are used for 
three purposes—to keep dressings 
or splints in place, to stop bleeding j 
j by pressure and to act as slings. 
The usual size of a triangular 
bandage is 34 indies square. The 
square being cut across from cor­ 
ner to corner diagonally, one has 
two good trlanguors from a 34-34- 
i inch square of muslin. Unbleached 
cotton is generally preferred. Hem- ' 
ming It adds to its strength. In 
cases of broken arms, which must 
be supported, wounded feet, heads 
or hands, a three-cornered bandage 
is much more practical and more 
easily applied than the ordinary 
roller bandage. Roller bandages are 
most generally used for all kinds 
,of wounds, and their application Is 
an art that comes only from ex­ 
perience. While gauze and cheese- 
! cloth are favored for material, very 
nice bandages may be made from ' 
an old sheet by tearing long strips 
and rolling them tightly. 
For the finger a bandage three- 
quarters of an inch wide and a 


I yard long is sufficient. For the arm* 
it should be two and a half inches 
! wide and about six yards long. The 
leg require.; a bandage three inches; 
wide and from six to eight yards 
I long. 
The 
tw o-and-a-half 
inch 
bandage, six yards long, is most 
generally used. Never apply a roller 
bandage too tightly, or it w ill inter-1 
iere with 
the circulation of 
the j 
blood. If It Is too loose it is not I 
comfortable and slips, uncovering 
the wound. So in bandaging, one 
must attain a happy medium, band­ 
aging firmly but not too tightly.
